MEMORANDUM RE: DAVID BORG/ SIERRA VISTA 



I telephoned the County Attorney in Cochise County, Mr. 
Allan Polley. I have known Allan for many years. I asked about 
the Borg matter and learned the following. He has asked that 
this information remain confidential. Most of the details below 
have not been disclosed by the boys involved to either parents or 
clergy. Polley is aware of these allegations based on his 
confidential interviews with th^victims and also an interview 
with the accused Borg and his I |. 

The existence of molestations in the Troop and Post 
sponsored by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
Sierra Vista 2nd ward, came to light in September, 1988. It 
appears, from our brief conversation, that at least five boys are 
involved. He declined to identify them or give me ages. I am 
not certain at this point whether we are dealing with Scouts or 
Explorers. From the facts he would disclose, my conclusion is 
that some of these are older boys, ages 16-17, but at least one 
is 13. °f them apparently come from Mormon families in the 

ward, with the exception of one victim who is from Willcox, 
another rural community in Cochise County. 

Polley said that Borg. moved to Sierra Vista in early 
1987 from New Jersey. He had been involved there with this 
church as a Young Men's organization president (tantamount to 
Explorer Advisor) and had been released from that calling after 
an incident where he was discovered in bed with a young man from 
the ward, age 16. He apparently admitted to the Bishop that he 
was homosexual, and that he had relationships with other men, but 
denied acting out sexually with teenage boys. That's all I know 
about the church calling in New Jersey. Since the church 
apparently has no "Confidential File" it was easy for him to move 
to Sierra Vista and become involved with the youth program in 
that new ward. There is potential liability for the Church on 
this one, independent of it's position as Sponsoring 
Organization. It appears that Borg had some contact with a 
"Brother Perry" in -the Social Services of the LDS Church. He 
said that Brother - Perry didn't understand homosexuality, and 
didn't help him very much. 

It further appears that Borg is involved in "Caving " or 
spelunking. He uses that as a means of attracting boys to his 
control , in a one-on-one situation . 

Polley advised me that during the past year, Borg 
involved the boys in an unusual form of the fantasy game 
"Dungeons and Dragons." The game is not familiar to most adults t 
but teenage boys like it because of its unusual 

aspects ... unpredictability , fighting, potions and black magic, art! 
fantasy aspects. It is controlled by a "dungeonmaster" who 
develops situations for the characters in the game. Each player 
has a character who has certain powers, characteristics 
(strength, speed, inventiveness, etc.) Each of them are then put 
in situations where they must use their talents and powers to 
challenge and defeat various monsters, opponents, demons, devils, 
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r 



or wizards. In Borg's case, he was the dungeoronaster for these 
boys, and he invented his own characters , as well as antagonists, 
most of which had sexual overtones. For example, his character 
was Y'BRO or EBRO is homosexual. So when the boys' characters 
came into a cave or encounter with "Ebro" , they usually wound up 
having sex. Worse than that, Borg appears to have sadistic 
aspects to his game playing. His characters used enlarged penis' 
as weapons, and sometimes the boys' characters had to cut off the 
penis of opposing characters, eat it, etc. They also took the 
scrotum, cleaned it out: and made a pouch out of it for "magic 
potions" and " sex dust". Borg also invented for the games an 
aphrodisiac dust that made the characters have sex with any 
creature that happened to come along. At the current time, 
Polley isn't sure just how many boys were involved in playing D&D 
with Borg, or with the other boys. 

In other words, what other pedophiles do with 
pornography, in tearing down inhibitions, Borg did with D&D . He 
often wound up having sex with these boys on caves on caving 
trips. I am told these trips were not official Scout outings, 
but the contact of the boys with Borg came in Scouts. The boys 
called Borg "Scotty. H That was his secret name or nickname with 
the boys. Ironically, after his arrgst, the detectives took a 
Post Office box key, with Borg's EPEKf to the Post Office, and 
found there a box registere^t^^^^^^^^^^. In it they found 
a letter addressed to |gg|gjg^^ apparently in response to an 

ad for sex, in a pornographic magazine. The responding party had 
sent nude photos of himself, replying that he was looking forward 
to "hot sex" in a cave, when he came to Arizona. 

The wife apparently. knew about her husbands homosexual 
tendencies, but failed to tell the Bishop about them when her 
husband was called to work with the young men in the Sierra Vista 
2nd Ward. Her comment was that she thought he just liked men, 
and didn't think he liked boys also. 

It further appears that Borg is going to have more 
legal problems than he can handle. Because he chose different 
caves in southern Arizona for his sexual molestations, he also 
picked on four different counties. As a result, he will likely 
have to face Grand. Juries and Indictments from County Attornies 
in four separate counties, including Cochise, Graham, Pima and 
Pinal. That could mean four separate trials, even if Polley 
works out a plea bargain in Cochise. The minimum time he is 
looking at under Arizona's mandatory sentencing is about 25 
years. 

There are at least 20 separate instances of sexual 
misconduct or molestation, of which Polley has knowledge at this 
time . These include sodomy, oral sex, mutual masturbation
